New York, December 24.—(By Asso- 
elated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The forces of the Teutonic 
allies in the Dobrudja region of Ru- 
mania are still hammering hard the 
Russian and Rumanian lines in the 
north. The town of Isakishe, on the 
east bank of the Danube oppoSite Bra- 
ila, has been captured by the invaders, 
who are also keeping up their opera- 
tions in the region of Tultcha, seeking 
to make secure the bridgehead for op- 
erations against south Bessarabia. The 
northern bank of the Danube is being 
vigorously shelled from this latter sec- 


tor by the artillery of the central pow- 


ers. 

In Galicia and up in the Carpathian 
mountains considerable activity still 
prevails. with the Russians the aggres- 
sors. In the Carpathians the Russians 
have captured several Austro-German 
positions, and farther south near the 
Transylvania-Rumania frontier have. 
taken a ridge from them. 

The third Christmas of the war, ex- 
cept in Rumania, finds the belligerent 
forces still well entrenched and ~using 
their artillery as the chief method of 
warfare. Only small infantry engage- 
ments are reported from any of the 
fronts. 


INVADERS PRESS 
RUSSIAN FORCES 
ON DOBRUDJA LINE 


Berlin, December 24.—(By Wireless.) 
The north bank of the Danube, oppo- 
site Tultcha, in northern Dobrudja, now 
is under the fire of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen’s guns. Army headquarters 
announced this today in its statement, 
which also records the pushing back 
of the Russo-Rumanian army into the 
northwestern corner of Dobrudja prov- 
ince. 

On the Moldavian frontier an attack 
by the Russians gave them a footing on 
a height north of the Uzul valley. The 
text of the statement reads: 

“Rront of Archduke Joseph: In the 
snow-covered wooded Carpathians the 
artillery fire temporarily increased in 
the Ludova and Kirlibaba _ sectors. 
North of the Uzul valley the Russians 
again launched an attack. After an 
uncueccessful advance they gained a 
footing on a height of the Magyaros 
ridge. 

“Army Group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: By the operations of the 


Dobrudja army the enemy has ,been 
pushed into the northwestern corner 


of the country. The north bank of the:

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight says: 

“In Dobrudja, Isakishe (on the west 
bank of the Danube, opposite Braila) 
has been captured. Near Tultcha fir- 
ing continues.”

Petrograd, December 24.—(Via Lon- 
don.)-—The Russian war office today 


dssued the following: 


“Rumanian Front: Throughout the 
day the enemy was active in the re- 
gion between Kassina and Zaballa vil- 
lage’s. 

“In the region of Galberenul and 
Drogul the enemy, under cover of his 
heavy artillery, repeatedly attacked us. 
Desperate fighting continued here 
throughout the day. In the region of 
Batogu and Vilinu we repulsed five 
weak enemy attempts to assume the of- 
fensive. 

“In Dobrudja the enemy continued to 
attack our troops, who withdrew to- 
ward Isakishe. ! 

“Some enemy airplanes dropped 
bombs on the region of the Yanka 
railway station on the Buzeu-Braila 
line. German airplanes landed and an 
officer and two soldiers were made

AIRPLANES MEET 
NN DEADLY DUELS 
ON BRITISH FRONT 


Spectacle Is Presented 
Which a Few Years Ago 
Could Only Have Lived in 
the Imagination. 


GERMAN AIRPLANES MET 
BY BRITISH MACHINES 


to the Ground—Airplanes 
Never So Much Like Birds 
as When They Meet in 
Combat. 


With the British Armies in France, 
December 24.—(Via London. From a 
Staff Correspondent of the Associated 
Press.)—A day of sunshine—a rarity in 


December on the British front—recent- 
ly caused a temporary revival of activ- 
ity among the aviators, presenting a 
Spectacle which a few years ago could 
have lived only in the imagination. 

Out of the distance there came early 
in the day a series of black specks 
which gradually grew until they took 
the form of German airplanes. From 
points of telescopic observation their 
approach had been signalled long be- 
fore even the first tiny dots were vis- 
ible to the naked eye. British guns 
were ready and British airplanes were 
already climbing above the ruins of the 
shell-torn Flemish town to challenge 
the invaders. 

While the German 
still over their own 
anti-aircraft cannon, began to speak. 
There was a sharp angry crack. A mo- 
ment later a shrapnel shell burst into 
a white puffball just in the path of the 
on-coming airplanes. At first the white 
fleck of powder smoke seemed no 
larger than a pinhead, but it soon 
spread until it appeared as an exagger- 
ated toy balloon and floated as lazily 
against the sky. . 

White Smoke Balls. 

Then there was another puff, and 
then another, until the Sky became a 
fretwork of white smoke balls, each 
one marking a spot where a breaking 
shell had showered its leaden bullets 
upon the fast-traveling Germans. 
Plunging in and out among the explod- 
ed shrapnel the approaching airplanes 
left a trail of three flecks and powder 
puffs in their wake. 

Up and up, through the danger zone 
of their own guns, the British aviators 
climbed eagerly to the fight. The dis- 
tant hum of the hostile motors could 
now be heard, mingled with the louder, 
bee-like drone of the Dnglish machines, 
and between the scarcely perceptible 
intervals of the “Archies” fire came the 
Staccato notes of the machine guns. 
The British airmen had opened fire be- 
fore reaching the level of their adver- 
saries, , 

Now the British machines began to 
close in from various direations and 
the invaders’ turned Suddenly and 
started for their own lines. Their 
sontewhat precipitate retreat was 
marked by the same trail of shell fire 
as had been their approach. The Brit- 
ish aviators pursued, but having in this 
instance the distinc advantage of 
height and a diving start for home, the 
Germans temporarily got away. 

Two German Machines Drop. 

This was the first phase of the dav’s 
battles in the air—a prelude to the 
later fighting, two German ma- 


machines were 


when 
chines came crashing to earth in spin- 
ning nose @ives. Airplanes are never 
so much like birds as when they meet 
in an aerial combat. They dart, dash, 
circle, turn and swoop like so many 
feathered warriors, and often the bat- 
tles rage at such high altitudes that 
the machines become all but invisible. 

Again, there will be a fight among 
the clouds when the more daring avia- 
tors make startling plunges through 
the intervening mist to catch their op- 
ponents unawares. Always there is 
great maneuvering for position, and the 
Spectators are fiiieaq wWitm wonder at 
what the modern airplane can do, even 
to excelling the birds in their own ele- 
ment by flying upside down. 

Most of the fighting aviators en- 
deavor to get “on the other fellow’s 
tail.” This means a position above and 
slightly behind the adversary, where 
one can fire down into him. Others, 
however, prefer to attack from a posi- 
a Seer: directly underneath, think- 
ing they have a steadier firin la 
in olimbine than in diving. —_—— 

The latter-day machines have such 
wonderful stability that they can only 
be brought down by direct hits, killing 
the pilot or piercing the petrol tank, 
in which latter event the airplane gen- 
erally catches fire and falls in a blaz- 
ing spiral. 

Thrilling Aviation Chapters. 


‘ When the history of aviation in the 
present war is written it will contain 
some of the most thrilling chapters of 
the strange world conflict. The Brit- 
ish flying corps, which grew from al- 
most nothing at the beginning of the 
war, has already established records of 
daring and attainment which even in 
the colorless official reports of the 
corps read like fiction. Recently there 
have been fights on the British front in 
which from sixty to eighty machines 
were engaged. Such battles begin with 
individual fights and gradually develop 
into what the aviators term a “genera] 
melee” as reinforcements arrive from 
both sides. 

There have been as high as 96 sepa- 
rate and distinct fights in a single day 
on this front alone. Near the point 
where the British and French lines join 
there have been fights in which the 
French have gone to the assistance of 
the English, and the English have gone 
to the assistance of the French to help 
defeat the Germans, There have been 
numerous engagements in which Brit- 
ish aviators have closed within 20 yards 
of their adversary, firing point blank 
into him. There have been both Eng- 


‘lish and French instances of aviators 


as a last resort, deliberately crashing 
into a German and sending him down. 
After one instance of that sort a Brit- 
ish aviator brought his machine down 
with only one wing. He could only ef- 
fect a landing with his engine going 
and had deliberately to collide with a 
tree, seriously injuring himself. 


One Memorable Occasion. 

There was one memorable occasion 
when three British machines deliber- 
ately dived into a formation of 17 Ger- 
man machines, destroying two of the 
hostile planes and themselves escaping 
unhurt. Another time two British avi- 
ators attacked 11 Germans, and once a 
second lieutenant of the British corps 
attacked five hostile machines. He, in 


turned and got in the rear of the hos- 
tile craft, and keeping “on its tail” 
drove it down. 

The British aviators take great satis- 
faction with the result of a recent fight 
when they attacked a German bomb- 
ing squadron trying to cross the Brit- 
ish lines.

“The president of the United States 
of America, with whom the Swiss fed- 
eral council, guided by its warm desire 
that the hostilities may soon come to 
an end, has, for a considerable time, 
been in touch, had the kindness to ap- 
prise the .federal council of the peace 
note sent to the governments of the 
central and entente powers. In this 
note President Wilson discusses the 
great desirability of international 
agreements for the purpose of avold- 
ing more effectively and permanently 
the occurrence of catastrophes such as 
the one under which the peoples are 
suffering today. In this connection he 
lays particular stress in the necessity 
for bringing about the end of the pres- 
ent war. Without making peace pro- 
posals himself or offering mediation, 
he confines himself to sounding as to 
whether mankind may hope to have ap- 
proached the haven of peace. 


Mighty. Echo in Switzerland. 

“The most meritorious imitiative of 
President Wilson will find a mighty 
echo in Switzerland. True to the obli- 
gations arising from observing the 
strictest neutrality, united by the same 
friendship with the states of both war- 
ring groups of powers, situated like an 
island amidst the seething waves of 
the terrible world war, with dts ideal 
and material interests most sensibly 
jeopardized and violated, our country 
is filled with a deep longing for peace 
and ready to assist by its small means 
to stop the endless sufferings caused 
by the war and brought before its eyes 
by daily contact with the interned, the 
severely wounded and those expelled, 
and to establish the foundation for a 
beneficial co-operation of the peoples. 

“The Swiss federal council is there- 
fore glad to seize the opportunity to 
support the efforts of the president of 
the United States. It would consider 
itself happy if it could act in any, no 
matter how modest a way for the rap- 
prochement of the peoples now engaged 
in the struggle and for reaching a last- 


ing peace.” 
FRANCE STIRRED 
BY SWISS NOTE. 


Paris, December 24.—The unanimous 
vote of the senate affirming that 
France cannot conclude peace with an 
enemy who occupies French territory, 
coming at the same time as the peace 
note of the Swiss government, has 
stirred anew the French press and 
public. The action of the senate gave 
further indication of the attitude of 
the entente allies toward President 
Wilson's proposals, while confidence 
voted in the Briand ministry was re- 
garded most favorably. 

The foreign affairs committee of the 
chamber devoted a large part of the 
session’ yesterday to an examination 
of President Wilson’s note. 

The Petit Journal suggests that 
President Wilson, in sending the note, 
knew he would have the support of 
Switzerland, and says: “France pities 
its neighbor, menaced like Belgium, 
perhaps, but France, which did not 
want war, Knows that there are sug- 
gestions that honor and interest pre- 
vent it from hearing.” 

The Petit Parisian says that the 
Swiss note confirms one of the decla- 
rations of President Wilson referring 
to discussions engaged in five weeks 
ago between Berne and Washington. 
It adds: “The note deserves the same 
courteous examination and reserve. 
France will not forget the treatment 
by the Swiss of the interned and.re- 
patriated 
recall that as to the war the entente 
allies cannot be placed on the same 
footing as the central powers.” 

The Echo De Paris says: “Our reso- 
lution will demonstrate once more that 
the federal council would be mistaken 
as to the feeling of the allies and the 
French in particular, if it believed 
them disposed to negotiate with Ger- 
many. Germany has attempted the same 
effort in Switzerland as in other Euro-

DARK TONES VS. BRIGHT. 


That the interior decorations of a man’s 
home may have much to do with his domes- 
tic happiness or unhappiness is in substance 
the opinion of A. H. McGhan, Washington,

tion of Master House Painters and Decora- 
tors: and it’s hardly worth while disput- 
ing it.

Who can gainsay that the depressing ef- 
fect of dark colors in wall paper and wood 
finish has wrecked homes which would have 
been happy had the colors been bright? Mr. 
McGhan, at any. rate, said recently in sub- 
stance that this is a fact. And he makes a 


‘comparison between dark colors in home 
‘decorations and dark, gloomy days, jn their 


effect upon the human heart and passions. 
He goes on to say that “it is well known 


3 - . thdt gloomy days are commonly known to | 


the policé as “suicide days.’ There are many 
more suicides, murders and other crimes on 
rainy ddys than on bright ones. A man owes 
it to his family to surround it with bright 
rooms, which will catch all the sunlight 
there is and turn it into domestic happi- 
ness.” 

It is common knowledge and experience 
that a room done in dark colors has an im- 
mediately depressing effect upon the person 
entering it; a bright one, just the opposite. 
In a dark, “heavy” room it is psychologically 
impossible for the senses to be so active 
and quick and alert as in a light, bright one; 
and there is an inevitable loss of buoyancy 
that breeds grouches—which are stepping 
stones to the divorce court! : 

Patent it is, too, that bright, clean, open 
minds bring bright, clean, cheerful surround- 
ings; and white lead costs no more than 
lamp-black, nor gay wall-paper more than 
the somber kind. 

Of course, these are little things, consid- 
ering the establishing of a home in the ag- 
gregate. 

But the little things are the big things in 
the world; and, as Aesop well said: “The 
little foxes spoil the vines.” 


TECH SETS THE STANDARD. 


“Engineering,” a technical journal pub- 
lished in London, announces that England is 
preparing to adopt the co-operative plan for 
the training of engineers. This decision 
has come about in the form of a plea of 
guilty to the charge of British inefficency, 
the magazine points out, and from its appli- 
cation throughout the entire empire, Great 
Britain hopes for great returns. 

It is only human nature which actuates 
one in a feeling of elation and pride to hava 
the good things that one does well taken as 
a model by others, and to have one’s suc- 


cesses emulated. ‘ 

When men of the eminence of the edu- 
cational leaders of Great Britain admit that 
they’ve been pursuing obsolete methods in 
the training of young men for their indus- 
tries and decide to right-about-face into a 
trail of which our own Georgia School of 
Technology was one of the blazers—to adopt 
a system which has been in vogue in Tech 
for about five years—why should not every 
Georgian feel, on account thereof, at least 
a little personal pride in his state and his 
state’s great technical institytion! 

The alternation of theory and practice 
method of education, especially as it applies 
to the education of engineers, was advanced 
in England chiefly by Sir Trevor Dawson, 
who is not only a great inventor and engi- 
neer, but a man of broad affairs, who “thinks 
in terms of armies and navies and millions.” 
“Engineering,” in a recent issue, discussed 
editorially England’s technical educational 
needs and Sir Trevor’s part in the purposed 
program, in part, as follows, 


“Since efficient methods and process- 
es must all be  foundec upon indi- 
vidual efficiency, it is clear that im- 
provement must be sought, in the first 
place, in our educational systems. Al- 
ready teachers of all kinds are discuss- 
ing improvements and alterations, but 
many of them are much in the dark be- 
eause they know so little of the demands 
of commerce and manufacture, and when 
they make inquiries from practical men 
they find that these know little about 
educational methods, and so cannot give 
them direct assistance. The Association 
of Technical Institutions last week 
asked Sir Trevor Dawson, a managing 
director of Vickers Limited, to give them 
his views on education after the war, 
with special reference to engineerjng. 
They could not have carried their diffi- 
culties to a better source for solution. 
He is equally at home in science and busi- 
ness, and in the art of dealing with men. 
He told his hearers frankly that he was 
not an expert in curricula, and must 
leave all details to them. What he did 
was to limn in broad outlines a course 
of education and training, which would 
produce the type of man of which engi- 
neers are in urgent need, 

“Sir Trevor Dawson recommended the 
humanities because engineers have al- 
ways to rub shoulders with other men, 
and have to depend largely on associates 
and subordinates to carry out their ideas. 
But he did not regard book knowledge 
as sufficient, and therefore he suggested 
to the teachers before him that the 
vouth who is to be an engineer or indus- 
trial worker cannot too soon be brought 
into contact with working men and work- 
shop practice. This, of course, involves 
some kind of sandwich system. It is 
clear that they must be taught many 
subjects, and if they are at the same 
time to learn workshop practice. school 
and work must alternate. Sir Trevor 
would practically double the number of 
pupils in a works and run them in two 
shifts, one being in class and the other 
at the bench or the machine. There are 
very few youths who would not be the 
better adapted for nearly every occupa- 
tion by reason of two years spent at en- 
gineering, both practical and theoretical, 
and by intimate contact with working 
men. Sir Trevor Dawson laid this cur- 
ricnlum before the teachers as the ideal 
means of filling our engineering works 
with men ‘efficient in all the different 
stages from machine-minding to manage- 
ment” -*

Subject of Explosives Fully ||| WHAT IS THE SPIRIT 


Discussed by Article Issued 
By Smithsonian Institation 


While several million pounds of powder 
are being burned weekly on the battlefields 
of Europe, and discussion is rife on the Amer- 
ican manufacture of the same, an article 
on explosives just issued by the*Smithsonfan 
institution gives much timely information 
on the subject. 

The paper is writted by Major Edward P. 
O’Hern, of the ordnance department, U. 5S. 
Army, and deals with the importance of 
the so-called explosives and the increasing 
extent of their use and production, as well 
as their composition, uses, method of employ- 
ment, and the results accomplished. 

“An explosive,” says Major O’Hern, “is @ 
substance of which the molecules are made 
up of a number of atoms or units rather 
loosely bound together in an unstable con- 
dition, ready to seek new and simpler com- 
binations upon the furnishing of a suffi- 
cient motive force to start the operation, 
This is usually supplied through a primer 
ignited by a slow-burning fuse, or by a wire 
heated by an @lectric current. When start- 
ed, the heat and shock developed will cause 
a continuation of the action throughout the 
mass of the explosive. The enormous power 
that can thus be developed from a compara- 
tively small quantity of material is indi- 
cated by the thousands of fragments into 
which a 12-inch armor-piercing projectile was 
broken by the detonation of a bursting 
charge about 5% per cent of its weight.” 

The author divides explosives into three 
classes, progressive or propelling explosives, 
known as low explosives: detonating explo- 
sives, or high explosives, and detonators 
or fulminates. For all classes the effect of 
the explosion is dependent upon the quan- 
tity of gas and heat developed per unit of 
wéight and volume of the explosive the ra- 
pidity of the reaction, and the character 
of the confinement, if any, given the ex- 
plosive charge. The rapidity of reaction 
varies greatly with different explosive sub- 
stances and with the manner in which the 
explosive is started. 

The “Low” Explosive. 

Black gunpowder, smokeless powder and 
black blasting powders are known as low 
explosives, for certain of which, such as 
smokeless powder, the explosion does not 
differ in principle from the burning of a piece 
of wood or other combustible. The combus- 
tion is very rapid but is a surface action 
proceeding from layer to layer until the grain 
is consumed. Such materials are known as 
low or progressive explosives, although the 
total power developed through the combus- 
tion of a unit weight may be very great and 
would be destructive unless properly con- 
trolled. ? 

In high explosives such as dynamite, ni- 
troglycerin, guncotton, some blasting pow- 
ders, and most of the “permissible explosives’ 
approved by the United States bureau of 
mines for use in mines where gas explosions 
are liable to occur, the progress of the ex- 
plosive reaction is not by burning from lay- 
er to layer, but the breaking up of the. in- 
itial molecules gives rise to an explosive 
wave which is tra..smitted with great ve- 
locity in all directions throughout the mass 
and causes its almost instantaneous conver- 
sion into gas, The velocity of propagation 
of the detonating wave has been determined 
for some materials to be more than 20,000 
feet per second, or approximately four miles 
per second; this form of material is used 
in shells and for bursting purposes, 

The progressive emission of a gas from a 
low explosive such as burning gunpowder, 
produces a pushing effect upon a projectile, 
whereas the sudden conversion of an equal 
weight of material into gas, as would happen 
with a high explosive such as dynamite or 
nitroglycerin, would develop such high pres- 
Sure and shattering effect as to rupture the 
gun. 


The Action of Fulminates. 


The action of fulminates is much more 
brusque and powerful than that of the high 
explosives. Since they can be detonated by 
Shock or the application of heat, they are 
used in primers 
in both low and high explosives. One of the 
most important fulminates is fulminate of 
mercury, which produces a pressure of about 
48,000 atmospheres. 

At no time in the history of the world 
have explosives played such a mighty part 
in deciding the destiny of nations as they 
are playing today in the prosecution of the 
general European war. Their extensive use 
in the-mighty engines of destruction such 
as the submarine mine, the torpedo and in 
projectiles thrown from cannon to great 
distances with marvelous accuracy, is result- 
ing in loss of life and destruction of property 
on an unprecedented scale. 

Beginning with black powder, the earliest 
record of which in actual war was in the 
fourteenth century, the author follows the 
development of powder through its early 
Stages of brown powder, to the two princi- 
pal forms of smokeless powder for military 
purposes, nitro-cellulose and nitroglycerin 
Stating that the use is quite evenly divided: 
the United States army and navy, the French 
army and navy, and the German army using 
the former, and the British army and navy 
and the German navy using the latter 

He then gives much detailed information 
concerning the manufacture, life, source of 
Supply and tests of smokeless powder man- 
ufactured from nitrocellulose or funcotton 
Following which, subjects relating to life of 
suns, bursting charges for projectiles, armor- 
piercing, projectiles, high explosive shells 
Shrapnel, fuses, aeroplane bombs, means of 
igniting explosives, mines, torpedoes and the

Saloniki’s Past and Present 
History Continuous Record of 
i Tumultuous Political Events 


Few cities which have been storm cen- 
ters in the present European war have had 
a more tumultuous history than Saloniki, 
now the focal point of war events with the 
entente allies in possession. A condensed, 
vet graphic, recital of the powers and peoples 
which have held sway over the seaport is 
given in a communication to the National 
Geographic society from H. G. Dwight, a part 
of which has been issued as a bylletin in 
the war geography series of the society. Mr 
Dwight says: 

“Compared to its two great neightors, 
Athens and Constantinople, Saloniki is rela- 
tively a modern city. Founded originally as 
an Ionian colony, the place was first known 
as Therme or Therma, from the hot springs 
which still exist in that eastern district of 
the bay. It fell into the hands of the Per- 
sians in 512 B. C., when Darius overran Scy- 
thia and Thrace; and Xerxes reassembled his 
own forces there preparatory tp his invasion 
of Greece. 

“During the great days of the Macedonian 
empire the city played no notable role, for 
Philip and Alexander the Great held their 
court at Pella, in the hills beyond the Var 
dar. The present town was founded about 
315 B. C., by King Kassander of Macedonia, 
and named after his wife Thessalonike, half 
«ister to Alexander the Great. The adjoin- 
ing peninsula of Kassandra takes its name 
from the king himself, who founded anothe! 
city on its shore. 

““Under the Romans, Saloniki grew great- 
lv in’ importance. Made a free city, the capi- 
tal of the surrounding region, it became the 
home of many Roman colonists, and not a 
few famous names associate themselves with 
the town. Cicero lived there for a time in 
exile, St. Paul was another temporary resi- 
dent. whose episties to the Thessalonians we 
still preserve 

Nero Decorated City. 

“The Emperor Nero decorated 
with a colonnade, a few of which battered 
carvatides were visible there until a few 
vears ago, under the picturesque name of las 
encantadas—the Enchanted Women. They 
are now in the Louvre. Trajan erected a 
rotunda in honor of the Cabiri; for they, with 
Aphrodite of the Baths, were patrons of 
pagan Saloniki. Galerius, one of the asso- 
ciates of Diocletian in the purple, made Sa- 
loniki his headquarters. Licinius, co-empero: 
with Constantine the Great, died or was put 
to death there in 324 by his successful 
rival. Theodosius the Great also lived there, 
in 380, in order to keep his eyes on the Goths. 

“After his retirement to Milan, 10,000 of 
the Thessalonians were bujfchered in the cir- 
cus, in punishment for insulting the emper- 
or’s lieutenant. St. Ambrose, bishop of Milan, 
thundered from the pulpit against the im- 
perial murderer, and Theodosius eventually 
made a most humiliating public penance. 

“During the Byzantine period Saloniki be- 
came the second city of the empire. Its sit- 
uation made it the commercial capital of the 
Balkan peninsula, and it rivaled Constantl- 
nople as a port of traffic between eastern 
Europe and Alexandria. But its wealth and 
its comparative remoteness also made it a 
frequent object of attack. Avars, (;oths and 
Huns came time and again to its gates. The 
Saracens captured and sacked it in 904. rhe 
Normans descended upon it in 115». | 

“And it is not uninteresting to recall that 
among the most assiduous of these redoubt- 
able visitors were the Serbs, and especially 
the Bulgars. These neighbors owed much to 
Saloniki, from whom they took their faith, 
and incidentally their alphabet; for it was 
from Saloniki that St. Cyril and St. Metha- 
dius went forth to convert and to civilize the 
hardy mountaineers of the Balkans. The 
hardy mountaineers, however, lost no oppor- 
tunity to take more merchantable loot from 
Saloniki, though the city itself they never 
took for long. 

Conquest of Constantinople. 


“After the conquest of Constantinople in 
1204 by the Franks and Venetians of the 
Fourth Crusade, Saloniki fell to the lot of 
Boniface, Marquis of Montferrat, who made it 
the capital of an imaginary kingdom. In 
1222 King Demetrius, son of Boniface, was 
driven out with his Lombard nobles by a 
Byzantine prince of Epirus. The ensuing 
200 years were the most unhappy in the 
troubled history of the Thessalonians, whvu 
were fought over and bandied about by 
Greeks, Bulgars, Serbs, Catalans, Venetians 
and Turks. 

“The Turks first appeared upon the scene 
in 1380. They did not definitely take pos- 
session, however, until 1430. Then Sultan 
Mourad II., father of the conqueror of Con- 
stantinople, captured the town from the Ve- 
netians, gave it over to sack and’ massacre, 
carried off 7,000 of the inhabitants into 
slavery and changed many of the churches 
into mosques or tore them down for use in 
his own construction. Some of the marbles 
of Saloniki were carried as far as 
Adrianople. 

“For nearly 500 years the Turks remained 
in undisturbed possession. Yet it is perhaps 
not quite accurate to describe their posses- 
sion as undisturbed; for during the latter 
part of that period the frontiers of the em- 
pire drew steadily nearer, while toward the 
end of it Macedonia became the scene of 
incessant revolutionary outbreaks. 

“In 1904 the European Pavers attempted 
to solve the situation by making Saloniki 
the seat of an international board that ad- 
ministered the finances of Macedonia and 
organized a well-drilled and well-equipped 
gendarmerie. This foreign surveillance, 
which threatened to become closer after the 
historic Reval conference of 1908, precipi- 
tated the Turkish revolution of the same 


year.

Revolution of 1900. 


“The revolution was organized in Saloniki 
and proclaimed there, the official ring-lead- 
ers of the movement being Uyazi Bey and 
‘inver Bey, now Enver Pasha, minister of 
war and guiding spirit of the Young Turks 
In 1909 the progress of the revolution brought 
about the dethronement of Abdyl Hamid iL, 

exiled to Saloniki. No- 
where else in the empire would it have heen 
more difficult for him to corrupt his keep- 
ers or to escape, and he spent three and @ 
half years as a prisoner in the suburb of 
Kalamaria. 

“The outbreak of the Balkan war, in the 
autumn of 1912, made it advisable for the 
ex-sultan to be removed to Constantinople. 
He was most unwilling to return, however, 
and was only persuaded to do s0 by an 
emissary of the Germafi ambassador, who 
took him through the Greek blockade in the 
dispatch boat of the embassy. 

“A few weeks later the Greek army en- 
tered the city, followed closely by a smaller 
detachment of Bulgarians. The final treaty 
of peace, signed at Bucharest in 1913, adjudi- 
cated Saloniki, with the remainder of the 
Chalcidice, and their strategic hinterland, to 
Greece. 

“But it is apparently written that Sa- 
loniki shall never long enjoy the blessings 
of peace. At all events, an army of the 
allies, as we know, is now entrenched there.

Predicting the end of the European 
war within twelve months, or probably 
by next September, J. W. Lindsey, gen- 
eral salesmanager for the United States 
of the W. G. Patrick & Co., of Bir- 

1ingham, England, the largest import- 
ers of foreign goods concern in the 
world, yesterday asserted that the world 
‘would necessarily come to a state of 
}total disarmament, and that a peace 
tribunal would be established: in an 
effort to bring about universal peace. 

Mr. Lindsey, who is acquainted with 
the conditions from the standpoint of 
being connected with the great Eng- 
lish firm, has only recently returned 
from England. 

“The war is obliged to end before 
many months have passed,” said he. 
“The business men of England are 
tired of this war, and the people every- 
where want peace, but England is de- 
termined to fight this war to a finish 
until she has thoroughly conquered 
Germany. The real fighting began for 
the English only about three weeks 
ago, when the people realized that 
Germany must be beaten, and quickly. 
The British naval defense will be the 
cau'se of the defeat of Germany. The 
British are saying that as Germany 
began this war she must be sufficient- 
ly conquired and taught a lesson.” 

He said that the people of England 
and the provinces are being taught the 
merits of peace by several of the coun- 
try’s most able men who are going 
about the country lecturing, and when 
peace comes they intend it shall be 
founded upon an agreement among all 
nations, and this will necessitate a 
peace tribunal. 

He said that societies had been es- 

tablished, and that these are sending 
out men to teach peace, and organize 
groups for the furthering of the peace 
idea, 
“The fruit of the great war will be 
universal peace and total disarma- 
ment.” said he. “As a result there wil! 
be a finer feeling of brotherhood among 
men. And it will be based upon com- 
mon i

Mr. Young, | 
who died recently, was the leagues 
first secretary, a post he held until 
1902, a period of 27 years, and he had | 
previously been secretary of the Na- | 
tional association for five years. He 
also served as president of the league 
from 1885 to 1902, combining the duties_ 
of that position with those of secretary. 
Mr. Hulbert, who was mainly instru- 
mental in launching the National 
league, and who drew up the constitu- 
tion with the aid of Mr. Spalding, suc- 
ceeded Mr. Bulkeley as the league’s 
chief in 1877, and held the office until 
his death in 1882. A. G. Spalding, who 
was one of tHe founders of the league, 
and president of the Chicago club fora 
decade, died in September, 1915.

When “Uncle Nick” Young died in 
Washington last October, there was left 
alive but one of the “Big Four” who 
organized the National league 40 years 
ago, and thus put baseball of the pro- 
fessional variety on a sound basis. The 
lone survivor is the Hon. Morgan Gard- 
ner Bulkeley, who was born in East 
Haddam, Conn., 78 years ago today, De- 
cember 26, 1838, and who was elected 
the first president of the National 
league. He has since been mayor of 
Hartford, governor of Connecticut and 
United States senator. 

William A. Hulbert, of Chicago; A. 
G. Spalding, first manager, and also 
secretary, captain and pitcher of the 
Chicago Nationals; Nicholas E. Young, 
of Washington, and Morgan G. Bulke- 
ley, of Hartford, were the “Big Four” 
of the National league organization.

PERMANS PLEASED. 
BY WILSON'S NOTE. 


Sympathetic View Is Taken 

in Official Circles—Ger- 
many Wants the Past to 
Be Overlooked. 


Berlin, December 24.—(By Wireless.) 
Baron von dem Bussche-Haddenhausen, 
under-secretary of state for foreign 
affairs and formerly first sécretary of 
the German embassy in Washington, in 
an ing@rview with a member of the 
Overseas News agency staff, regarding 
President W.ilson’s note to tne Dbel- 
ligerents, describes the reception of 
the note by German official circles as 
sympathetic. 

The under-secretary opened the con- 
versation himself without delay, says 
the news agency report -of the intere- 
view, by saying: 

“Il am sure I know what you want 
to ask me. You want to Know our 
opinion about what I may call Presi- 
dent Wilson's peace note. In this case 
i think it would be best if you asked 
me regarding those points which im- 
press you as most important.” 

Points in Wilsen’s Note. 


In complying with his suggestion 
the interviewer said: 

“There are two main points in the 
president’s note which, although inter- 
woven with each other, make separate 
consideration necessary. The first is 
in relation to the immediate and near 
future and conveys the meaning that 
the conditions ought to be made known 
under which the belligerents consider 
the conclusion of peace possible. The 
second problem is farther reaching. It 
takes a broad view of the possibilities 
of the future in general and asks by’! 
what means such catastrophes as the 
present can be averted.” 

Baron Bussche, says the accounr of 
the interview, agreed to this and ‘said 
that also to his mind the two points 
mentioned made a somewhat different 
treatmant desirable, 

“As to the problem which you meén- 
tioned last,” he remarked, “that of 
<eneral arrangements for the future, ¢ 
dare say that the United States will 
play an important part in them. The 
United States always has been among 
the most enthusiastic and foremost ad- 
vocates of the idea of arbitration. 

“As to the conclusion of peace itself, 
this must be done by the belligerents. 
I think | understand President Wilson 
aright if I said that he does not offer 
mediation for this point and that he 
onlv shows. the _ interest which thes 
United States, as well as all other neu- 
trals, naturally have to see peace re- 
stored. The president savs that in this 
direction it wovld be of material ad- 
vantage if conditions could be com- 
municated under which the belliger- 
ents consider it nossible to make peace. 
As to these conditions, I may point out 
one remarkable fact: All the belliger- 
ents have insisted that one of their 
most important aims is the protection 
of small neutral states.

“This confusion,” the news agency 
adds, “is illustrated by the fact that 
yesterday The Vossische Zeitung con- 
sidered the president's note as ‘diplo- 
matic intrigue,’ which has been 
prompted by a desire to shield Eng- 
land, and declared that the note ought 
to be received by Germany with the 
greatest distrust. Today's comment bv 
The Vossische Zeitung recognizes that 
the president's suggestions, in their 
main points, are reconcilable with Ger- 
many’s attitude. It says the note is a 
complicated document, which is open to 
various interpretations, and adds: 
‘There is no reason for Germany to 
harbor distrust against President Wil- 
son and believe he was insincere when 
he suggested to our adversaries that 
they make known their peace condi- 
tions.’ 

“The German press is divided into 
two groups as to the interpretation of 
the note. The Deutsche Tages Zeitung 
declares that President Wilson's inten- 
tion is to rescue the land from an im- 
pending catastrophe. The newspaper 
points out that Secretary Lansing’s re- 
marks were published the same time as 
the note and that they were hardly a 
veiled threat against Germany.

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Talk of Peace in Europe 
Foremost Feature of Week 


Rumors Fail to Stop Pace 
of Current Trade, But Lead 
to Conservatism as to Fu- 
ture, Says Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says 

Talk of peace in Europe, easily the 
foremost factor of the week, has had a 
fourfold effect. It has produced uncer- 
tainty regarding the time when peace 
may come to pass, developed conserva- 
tism as to new far-off business, tended 
to shade heretofore highly-keyed views 
as to prices and buying, and for a spell 
caused widespread liquidation in specu- 
lative market quotations. In sum the 
net result has been of a sobering char- 
acter, bringing in its wake less marked 
speculative ambitions, more temperate 
views as to the permanency of present 
high prices, and a stronger tendency 
to look to fundamentals as they would 
be if peace actually eventuates in the 
near future. But so rapid is the mo- 
mentum of nearby trade with our in- 
dustries sold far ahead, that rumors of 
peace have failed to stay the pace of 
current movements. Special investiga- 
tion, in fact, reveals that while some 
lines have quieted down, this has as 
often been the result of seasonal influ- 
ences, or, as in the case of cotton goods, 
some lines of which are quieter and 
easier, a desire to ascertain where cot- 
ton, which, theoretically, should be 
benefited by peace talk, but has not 
been, will reach an equilibrium as re- 
gards prices. 

Iron and Steel. 

The iron and steel trade, too, rather 
flouts the idea of peace talk exercis- 
ing any important immediate effect on 
demand. As regards the grain trade, 
the one which showed readiest re- 
sponse to peace talk in lowered prices, 
it is to be noted that prices are higher 
all around than they were a week ago. 
It is conceded that wholesale trade has 
gsliowed down in consonance with sea- 
sonal changes, the calling in of road 
salesmen and inventorying. On the 
other hand, activity dominates retail 
lines, holiday buying being of record 
volume, with distribution of seasonable 
goods proceeding on an extraordinary 
scale, thanks to cold weather, an 
abundance of, prosperity derived from 
record wages, bonuses and Christmas 
savings disbursements. In consequence, 
jobbers have experienced urgent calls 
for materials to eke out diminished 
stocks, and, incidentally, there is the 
time-worn complaint about inability to 
get some fabrics, either because of in- 
sufficient manufacturing facilities or 
car shortages. It is significant that 
the higher grades of holiday merchan- 
dise are being bought, and it is believed 
that gift making in money and other- 
wise has never been so marked as at 
this Christmas tide. Salesmen in for 
the holidays speak well of the pros- 
pects for the fore part of 1917. IJndus- 
trial lines continue extraordinarily ac- 
tive, hampered only by lack of railway 
ears for the receipt and shipment of 
materials, and while early peace talk 
temporarily caused a pause in new buy- 
ing of steel, thereafter a rush forwarv 
ensued, with home consumers calling 
for deliveries, France and Italy buying 
shell steel and foreign demand coming 
out.

N STEEL INDUSTRY 


Mills Cut Down, However, Be- 
cause of Congestion and 


Insufficient Labor. 


New York, December 24.—Great ac- 
tivity continued »»roughout the steel 
jndustry last week .°om the merchan- 
dising aspect, but the operations of 
furnaces, mills, foundries and shops 
were being cut down sharply because 
of railroad congestion, the lack of cars 
to assemble raw material and ineffi- 
cient labor. Many furnaces belonging 
to steel companies, as well as merchant 
stacks, were being banked. Inade- 
quate supply of pig iron and crude 
steel, in turn, caused suspensions at 
not a few foundries and mills. Wire, 
sheet and tin plate mills are most 
seriously affected. 

The situation at Pittsburg and along 
the lakes is considered likely to be 
worse before it is better. Deliveries 
of rolled products are falling behind 
contract promises and many dependent 
manufacturing plants, it is feared, 
must curtail output. 

The railroads are in an eleventh-hour 
rush to place more large contracts for 
cars and for motive power. Merchant 
builders have taken on additional con- 
tracts for 11,000 cars and have placed 
contracts for 150,000 tons of bars, 
plates and shapes. Railroads, too, 
have bought 50,000 tons of steel for 
car building and car repairs at their 
own shops. 

Orders for motive power are being 
placed with feverish haste, but it is 
notable that of contracts for 800 loco- 
motives just closed, 577 are for foreign 
roads. Contract prices for domestic 
and foreign account amount to $32,- 
000,000. 

Peace overtures have caused little 
more than a ripple in the trade. The 
demand for shel! steel is as urgent as 
heretofore. More wire contracts 
about 30,000 tons—also have been plac- 
ed for export. Italy now is searching 
for 40,000 tons more shell steel.

Asbestos Protects Railroad 
Bridge. 


(From The Engineering Record.) 

To prevent loss of metal due to the 
cutting action of locomotive blasts, 
asbestos sheathing has been used by 
the Western and Atlantic railroad on 
its bridges. The loss of metal is 
caused principally by the blast rather 
than by corrosion or effect of the gas. 

The asbestos sheeting was wbtnrined 
in standard 4x4-foot sheets 3-8-inch 
thick. Instead of Sing brass bolts 
as first planned for all cases of ex- 
posed heads below the sheets, a satis- 
factory protection was obtained by 
using a 1:3 Portland cemcrjt mortar 
and asbestos fiber, placed as a hemi- 
spherical covering over the bolt heads 
by using a cup-shaped form in a small 
block. The bolt protection has remain- 
ay] intact.

Lull Natural at This Season | 
Somewhat Accentuated by 
International Uncertain- 
ties, Says Dun’s Review. 


Dun’s report says: 

Coming at a period when a slowing 
down process is customary in most 
branches of business, the effects of the 
new international ' uncertainties este 
been appreciably lessened, though the} 
lull natural at this season in many 
lines of trade and industry is some- 
what ‘accentuated. Readjustments in 
speculative channels have continued 
and certain commodities other than 
farm staples display signs of yielding, 
while increased prudence also is shown 
by buyers in entering upon commit- 
ments for the far future. Yet this is | 
a wholesome tendency and is welcom- 
ed by producers, with the works near- 
ly everywhere covered by contracts for 
months ahead and pushed to their ut- 
most capacity to meet requirements. 
Transportation difficulties still cause 
much delay in the movement of raw 
materials and of products and more 
blast furnaces have banked because of 
inability to obtain sufficient supplies 
of fuel, while repairs are necessitated 
at some plants where the pressure has 
been greatest. Outputs, consequently, 
show recession at a time when re- 
quests for prompt deliveries are urgent 
and premiums continue effective where 
special advantages on shipments are 
possible. With few exceptions, nu- 
facturers maintain quotations at evi- 
ous high levels and in some cases 
further advances have been witnessed, 
though in all quarters the prospect of 
later readjustments enters into cal- 
culations. » Reports from all sections 
testify to remarkable activity in _ the 
shopping districts and in the aggregate 
Christmas busines is not only of rec- 
ord volume, but the preference for the 
most costly grades of merchandise is a 
pronounced feature. This illustrates 
alike the ability and disposition of the 
people to purchase, notwithstanding 
the extensive rise of prices.

New York, December 24.—A general 
closing out of speculative accounts and 
widespread liquidation, accompanied by 
extraordinarily severe declines’ in 
prices, marked one of the most re- 
markable weeks in the history of the 
Stock exchange. There was some re- 
covery, however, in the later dealings. 
Conditions bearing upon the war, as 
reflected in peace developments at 
Washington and the European capitals, 
precipitated the decline, which was 
rendered easier by the marked excess 
of the autumn months. The brunt of 
the shrinKage was borfe by so-called 
outsiders, namely, the public, who had 
Overplayed their bull position. 

In effect, however, the week marked 
the culmination of almost two years 
of extravagant and unrestrained trad- 
ing, largely in ‘specialties which owed 
their existence, or at least their pros- 
perity, to the war. Standard stocks 
withstood the storm as they had be- 
fore and even minor or low priced 
rails, which recently emerged from 
their protracted obscurity were only 
Slightly affected. 

It is generally conceded that the 
market, technically speaking, will be 
benefited by the week’s happenings. 
Stocks have gone into strong hands, 
Speculative issues are nearer to in- 
trinsic values and bank loans are cer- 
tain to show marked reduction from 
their recent enormous totals. 

It is obvious that operations in the 
immediate future will be guided al- 
most wholly by the course of events 
abroad. The most responsible financial 
interests, including those with connec- 
tion's in the countries of the central 
powers, maintained their accustomed 
reserve, this feeling being strengthen- 
ed by the utterances of prominent lead- 
ers of industry. 

Additional heavy receipts of gold 
from Canada were helpful, not only in 
stabilizing exchange, but in paying. for 
further supplies.

SEVERE DECLINES. 
N COTTON MARKET 


Net Change for Week Was 
Loss of 109-to 135 Points. 
Tone Stezdier at End of 
Week. : 


New Orleans, La., December 24.—Cot- 
ton suffered severe declines last week, 
chiefly under political developments 
upon which a bearish construction was 
placed. The market fell off practically 
from the opening of the week and at 
its lowest stood 172 to 220 points under 
the previous week’s close. At this | 
level it was 429 to 517 points down 
from the highest levels of the season, 
reached during the week ending De- 
cember 2. This represented a loss of 
from about $21 to $26 a bale. This 
was the widest loss the market ever 
has been called upon to face in so 
short a time. The net change for the 
week was a loss of 109 to 135 points. 

The speech of Premier: Lloyd-George 
before the house of commons and Sec- 
retary Lansing’s explanation of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s note to the belligerents 
were the main features of the week.

The 
more legitimate features of the situa- 
tion were almost completely lost sight 
of in the wild trading which accom- 
panied the decline. . 

Toward the end of the week the mar- 
ket had a steadier tone and plainly 
felt the change in the technical posi- 
tion brought about by the heavy liqui- 
dation of long cotton and the large 
short selling. Also, the _ statistical 
position developed unexpected strength 
which had some effect. In addition, 
there was the sweeping demand for 
linters' and the purchase of 100,000 
bales of linters by France and reports 
that shippers holding cotton destined 
for Germany had chartered full space 
for 20 cargoes in German and Aus- 
trian bottoms, now sheltered in Amer- 
ican waters. 

Mill takings and the export move- 
ment were large and the movement 
of the crop into sight was small, which 
combination of events caused -the first 
decrease in December in the visible 
supply of American cotton in the sta- 
tistical history of the market, The 
visible lost 29,211 bales last week, 
whereas the corresponding week last 
year it gained 92,920 bales and 197,380 
two years ago. 

Little of the expected holiday feel- 
ing developed last week, the market 
being active on every session. This 
week, which opens Tuesday, there is 
every prospect of quieter trading, un- 
less fresh political complications arise 
to excite the future ring. Opinion con- 
flicts over what the near future has in 
store for the staple, bears looking for 
a continued decline because of unset- 
tled politics and the shock, which bull- 
ish sentiment has received, while the 
bulls think the market is entitled to a 
recation after so wide a decline,’ and 
because of the increasing sfrength of 
the market’s situation.

On Sunday, D. Strauss, direct from 
Mexico City, Mexico, arrived in Atlanta, 
and on his way from the Terminal sta- 
tion to the Winecoff hotel visited The 
Constitution’s advertising offices to in- 
sert' a want ad for 1,000 gamecocks, 
for which he will pay handsomely. 

When asked why he wanted fighting 
cocks to carry back to Mexico instead 
of cannons and Zeppelins for such a 
warlike country, he said:
